WHAT WENT BEFORE 

1864 — Father Timoleone Raimondi, P. I. M. E. opened St. Saviour's College 
in Pottinger Street, Hong Kong. 

1875 — Six Brothers arrived from Europe to take over St. Saviour's which was 
renamed St. Joseph's College. 

1882 — St. Joseph's College transferred to a new building in Robinson Road, 
Hong Kong. 

1917 — A branch school of St. Joseph's was opened in Chatham Road, Kin. 

1918 — St. Joseph's College transferred to Club Germania in Kennedy Road, 

its present site. 

1932 — Opening of La Salle College, Kowloon, in Boundary Street. La Salle 
College incorporated Chatham Road School. 

1963 — Official opening by H. E. The Governor, Sir Robert Brown Black, 

G. C. M. G., O. B. E. of a new Block of St. Joseph's to replace the 
old Club Germania. 

1964 — Laying of the Foundation Stone of Fanling by Rev. Brother Lawrence 

O'Toole, F. S, C, Assistant Superior General. 

1965 — Construction work on new school commences 15th June. Brother 

Felix and Pius from La Salle College, with Brother Paul from St. 
Joseph's take up residence in Fanling on July, 25th. 
Classes start in the Tune Ying Hock Po on 3rd Sept. 

1966 — On the 2nd April the New Building is opened by Sir Albert Rodrigues 

and blessed by Bishop Bianchi P.I.M.E. 




THE BEGINNING 






In 1958 while La Salle College, Kowloon, was still in temporary quarters in Perth Street, 
Fr. Poletti P.I.M.E., Parish Priest of Fanling approached Bro. Felix, then Principal of The Col- 
lege, on the question of a secondary school for boys in the Fanling Area. The idea was post- 
poned until the Army had derequisitioned La Salle College proper. On the occasion of the visit 
of Brother Nicet Joseph, Superior General, and Brother Lawrence O'Toole, Assistant Superior 
General, to Hong Kong in 1962, Fr. Poletti made sure to repeat his request to both Superiors. 
Meanwhile La Salle College had been derequisitioned, and steps were being taken to procure a 
site for a school in Fanling. Through the hard work of Mr. Joseph Fung Hon, a land broker, a 
splendid location was procured on the feast of St. Joseph 1963. The Hon. Dr. A.M. Rodrigues 
was then instrumental in obtaining a full subsidy from Government for the proposed school and 
Brother Lawrence O'Toole laid the Foundation Stone on the occasion of his 'last' visit to Hong 
Kong on 25th October, 1964. As yet there was no building in sight as land technicalities and 
'Fung Shui' difficulties were causing unforeseen delays. On April, 2nd 1966, later than was ex- 
pected, and despite further difficulties, the school stood ready for occupation. 

The building is a triumph for the Architect, Mr. Jackson Wong, of Wong Ng Ouyang and 
Associates, Architects and Engineers and a credit to the contractor Mr. Chui, of Hip Lee Con- 
struction Company; while the generosity of the Architect and his personal devotion to the project 
is beyond suitable recognition. The Education Department has been liberal in its grant and loan. 
Mr. F. C. Gamble, Assistant Director of Education (Development) in particular, has been most 
obliging and helpful. The District Office has done everything in its power to be of assistance. 
The Old Boys, parents, teachers, pupils and friends of La Salle College, Kowloon, rallied to the 
cause with generous donations and fund raising schemes. Mr. Cheung Yan Lung, J. P., Chairman 
of Heung Yee Kuk and Mr. Hau Sau Tak welcomed the idea of a modern secondary school in 
Kam Tsin and smoothed out some awkward traditional objections. The powerful heavenly patron 
of Fr. Poletti must not be forgotten; but only Fr. Poletti himself could recount all that St. Joseph 
has done for De La Salle Secondary School, Fanling.
